Where Convention Convened. 
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The Congregation of St. Peter’s was organized by Rev. A. 
C. Anda, Western Field Secretary, Feb. 6th, 1903. Nineteen 
charter members signed the constitution and with but few 
additions were the sole representatives of English Luther- 
anism in Central Wisconsin for the year and a half that ser- 


vices were conducted by Chicago Seminary students, in the 


small hall down town. In June, 1904, the congregation took 
possession of the church property at Jackson and Center 
Sts. which was purchased from the Methodists at a very low 
price. At this time Rev. W. P. Christy was installed as pastor. 
In the summer of 1905 a new roof and new chancel platform 


and arches, new furniture and carpets were added at a cost 
of $1000. In 1906 the large two manual electric organ was 


purchased, rebuilt and installed at a cost of $1200. The con- 
gregation has now placed an order for a modern heating sys- 
tem which will cost about $200. With these material im- 
provements which represent a value of from $15,000 to 
$16,000, the congregation has been correspondingly blessed 
with substantial increase and numbers at this time more 
than 350 souls. | 


This congregation has been self-supporting, from its very 
beginning, and its only obligation to the church at large is 
a $3000 church extension loan. It is a substantial evidence of 
what can be done in one hundred other places on the terri- _ 
tory of our synod, where the church is ready with the men 
and an adequate church extension fund to possess fields ripe — 
unto the harvest. : |

State of Churches. St. John’s, Minneapolis, has expert- 


enced a most blessed year. The old mortgage, as well as 
the debt on the recent repairs of the building have been 
paid. The number of members in the church council has 
been increased to 18 divided into 9 deacons and 9 trustees. 
Memorial Church, St. Paul, has decided to complete its 
building. The Sunday School room will be arranged, so that 
the graded system can be successfully used. As its location 
is in the business district of the city, the congregation con- 
templates introducing some features of institutional churches, 
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Trinity, St. Paul, has enjoyed a prosperous year. It feels 
the loss of its beloved pastor. After a vacancy of but a month 
during which its services were uninterrupted, the congrega- 
tion was again happily supplied with its own pastor. 

St. James, St. Paul, was called to part with its zealous 
pastor during the year, but her regret is tempered with grati- 
tude that Rev. Beistel has been found worthy to occupy an 


honorable and responsible position in the church at large. Af-

The field in and about Duluth is becoming more import- 
ant each year. The United States Steel corporation has de- 
cided to erect a large plant in the city at a cost of ten mil 
lions. Eight thousand skilled workmen, largely from Penn- 
Sylvania, are expected there, and this means, that there will 

be many of our brethren in the faith making Duluth their 
home.

It is cause for gratification to note the interest awakened 


in our congregation in behalf of this school of the prophets. 


The general secretary has been cordially received. The con- 
tributions have been the largest in the history of synod, 
reaching the magnificent sum of $1789.10. For this the 
seminary extends its thanks. This school has always been a 
great friend of synod. In our greatest need, her professors 
and students have assisted in the founding of many of our 
missions and assisting in supply of the same, at no expense 
to synod, outside of actual travelling expenses. Each year 

some of her graduates become pastors of our vacant parishes. 
There has always been a close relation existing between the 
seminary and synod. The latter has always been honored 
with representation on the board of directors; three of our 
former pastors are now members of the faculty; two called to 
office of General Secretary, and one, for many years an in- 
structor, and since the founding of the seminary its only 


secretary of board of directors. In view of this close rela- 


tion and the untold benefits of seminary to synod, and the 


ability of our people so to do, I would therefore, recommend, 
that synod assume the support of one of the professorships, 
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until such a time when the endowments of the institution shall 
warrant our release therefrom; with the understanding that 

the funds necessary for the support of said professorship, 
shall be gathered by the seminary authorities from our con- 
gregations annually; and that the Executive Committee be 
authorized to enter into whatever arrangements are necessary 

with the sper, authorities for the assumption of this ob- 

ligation.

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WOMAN’S HOME AND FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY.

That Washington, Idaho and Oregon should for the pres- 
ent constitute the territorial boundary of the Pacific Synod; 
that Wisconsin, Minnesota, North and South Dakota, the 
boundary line of the Synod of the Northwest; and that con- 
gregations in states lying between these boundaries should 
be permitted for the present to affiliate with either synod 


until the work in the Dakotas, Montana, Wyoming, Utah 


and Nevada may so develop as to necessitate the organiza- 
tion of additional English Synods. 


June 8rd I received a communication from the Chicago 
Synod relative to the matter of a hymnal with music, The 
Chicago synod has instructed its delegates to the General . 
Council to bring this matter to the attention of-the Presi- 
dent of the General Council in time for him to agitate it in 
the Lutheran, and also to present it to the General Council 
at its next meeting in his annual report. The Chicago Sy- 
nod feels the need of such a hymnal with music, which will 


be better adapted to the needs of our congregations, and 


asks that the synod of the Northwest take similar action, 
and that its delegates be instructed to communicate with the 
President of the General Council concerning this matter.

19-25, 1906, the following were elected a board of control of 


the Ministers and minister's Widows’ and Orpnans’ Fund of 


the English Evangelical Lutheran Synod of the Northwest, 


Judge Andrew Holt, to serve for one year, Rev. George H. 


Trabert D. D. and Mr. Otto Monson, to serve for two years, 


and Judge N. O. Werner and Hon. C. A. Smith to serve tor 


three years. 


The Board organized by the ofticers, 


President, Judge N. O. Werner; Secretary, Dr. George H. 
Trabert, and Treasurer the Hon. C. A. Smith. | 


Last December a circular letter was sent out to all the 
pastors of the Synod calling attention to this Fund and re- 
questing them to lay it before their congregations, so that 


the several amounts from pastors and congregations might 


be sent in as soon as possible. Some congregations and 
pastors responded quite promptly, and up to the present 


meeting of Syned fourteen congregations, and fourteen min- 


isters have paid in their quota, amounting in the aggregate 
to $235.42.. No response has been received from the follow- 
ing congregations, viz. First English Ev. Lutheran church, 
Platteville, Wis, Holy Trinity Ev. Lutheran church, La Crosse, 


Wis., Church of the Redeemer, Zumbrota, St. Lukes Ev. Luth- 


eran church, Goodhue, and the First Ev. Lutheran church, 
Cannon Falls, Minn., St. Marks Ev. Lutheran cnurch, North 
St. Paul, Minn., St. Peter’s Ev. Lutheran church, Janesville, 
Wis., Trinity Ev. Lutheran church, Lindstrom, St. John’s Ev. 


Lutheran church, Stacy, and Church of the Redeemer, Sioux 


Falls, S. D., Church of the Redeemer, Livingston, Mont., St. 


Paul’s Ev. Lutheran church, Waterloo, and Trinity Ev. sens 


’ eran church Madison, Wis. 


The following pastors have also failed to rempaud: Viz. 
Revs. H. K. Gebhart, J. J. Clemens, R. A. Helms, F. S. Beistel, 
G. F. Gehr, A. C. Peterson, Willis Beck, L. Kirk, W. P. Christy, 
Paul H. Roth, and Rev. K. Rubrecht. 
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The Board feels that the cause is so worthy, and the 
amount asked from congregation and pastor is’so small, that 
it should appeal to all, and that, if properly presented, there 
seems to be no reasonable doubt why not every congregation 
and pastor should promptly and cheerfully respond. 

At a meeting of the Board held May 22, 1907, it was re- 


solved that as soon as the books are closed for the year 


the amount of money received be invested with the C. A. 
Smith Timber Co. and a demand note be taken, and the 
matter reported to Synod. 

This account was kept open by the Treasurer until May 
31, when Hon. C. A. Smith, according to a promise made at 
the meeting of the Synod at Racine, Wis., in 1905, contribut- 
ed an equal amount to that received, and the C. A. Smith 
Timber Co., gave a demand note drawing 6% interest for 
$470.84, being double the amount received from congregations 
and ministers. 

Had all the congregations ahd ministers responded ac- 
cording to rules 3 and 4 the amount would have been scarcely 
less than $700.00. But as it is something so entirely new 
with us a number of the ministers and the congregations may 
not have properly understood it. It is a matter of congratula- 
tion that a beginning has been made, and that the Fund is 
started with such a snug amount in the Treasury.
